- PROGRAM LISTS NATO SECRETARY GENERAL LUNS' PRESS CON- 
FERENCE AT 1700 MONDAY, MAY 9, FOLLOWED BY RECEPTION FOR 
THE PRESS HOSTED BY LUNS IN THE STATE DINING ROOM AT 
LANCASTER HOUSE; 
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- NATO PROGRAM DRAFT STATES THAT GUESTS SHOULD BE SEATED 
BY 0940 PRIOR TO THE 1000 OPENING CEREMONY AT THE BAN- 
QUETING HOUSE ON MAY 10; 

- TIME FOR CONCLUSION OF MORNING COUNCIL SESSION AT

SUMMIT, NATO INTERNATIONAL STAFF ASKS THAT TIME AND PLACE 
OF ARRIVAL OF MEMBERS OF US DELEGATION TO THE SUMMIT 
BE PROVIDED TO C.A.G. CHAMPNESS OF THE FCO IN LONDON 
(TELEPHONE 01-233-3304) AS SOON AS POSSIBLE, ALONG WITH 
PROBABLE TIME, METHOD AND PLACE OF DEPARTURE FROM 
LONDON FOLLOWING THE SUMMIT. 
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4. INTERNATIONAL STAFF HAS ALSO ASKED US TO PROVIDE 
AS SOON AS POSSIBLE A COMPLETE LIST OF THE OFFICIAL US 
DELEGATION PARTICIPATING IN THE CONFERENCE, INCLUDING AN 
INDICATION AS TO WHICH MEMBER WILL ACT AS "SECRETARY OF 
THE DELEGATION". THE INTERNATIONAL STAFF FURTHER REQUESTS

5. WE ASSUME THE ADVANCE PARTY IS WORKING WITH THE UK 
HOSTS ON THE QUESTION OF CONFERENCE PASSES. NATO INTER- 
NATIONAL STAFF INFORMS US THAT THERE WILL BE SIX MAIN 
TYPES OF PASSES ISSUED FOR THE CONFERENCE: 

(1) PRIVILEGED PASSES: THESE PASSES WILL GIVE ACCESS 

TO THE SECURE AREA OF LANCASTER HOUSE, ITS ANNEX AND 
THE PRESS CENTER. THEY WILL BE ISSUED ONLY TO HEADS OF 
STATE AND GOVERNMENT, MINISTERS AND NATO PERMREPS AND 
WILL BE DISTRIBUTED DIRECTLY TO DELEGATIONS BY THE 
NATO HEADQUARTERS SECURITY SERVICE IN LONDON. 

(2) NATO PERMANENT PASSES: THESE PASSES ISSUED TO PER- 
SONNEL ASSIGNED TO NATO WILL GIVE ACCESS TO THE SECURE 
AREA IN LANCASTER HOUSE AND THE ANNEX AS WELL AS TO THE 
PRESS CENTER. 
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(3) TEMPORARY PASSES: THESE PASSES WILL ALLOW ACCESS TO 
THE SAME AREA AS THE NATO PERMANENT PASSES. PRIOR TO 
MAY 5 WE CAN REQUEST TEMPORARY PASSES AT NATO HEAD- 
QUARTERS. THEREAFTER, THEY WILL BE AVAILABLE AT LAN- 
CASTER HOUSE. 
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(4) SPECIAL PASSES: THESE PASSES WILL PERMIT ACCESS TO 
THE CONFERENCE ROOMS ON THE FIRST FLOOR OF LANCASTER 
HOUSE AND WILL BE DISTRIBUTED DIRECTLY TO DELEGATIONS 
BY THE NATO HEADQUARTERS SECURITY SERVICE IN 
LONDON. THESE WILL BE ISSUED ONLY TO PERSONS HOLDING A 
NATO PERMANENT "A" PASS OR A TEMPORARY PASS. 

(5) SUPPORT STAFF PASSES: THESE PASSES WILL PERMIT ACCESS 
ONLY TO THE BASEMENT AREA OF LANCASTER HOUSE AND TO THE 
PRESS CENTER. THESE PASSES WILL BE ISSUED BY THE UK TO 

ALL SUPPORT STAFF WORKING IN THE BASEMENT AND TO DRIVERS.
